FIGHT AT STATION. 

The riot occurred at the Luneta 
police station, just outside the 
walled city. and then proceeded 
within the walled city where pro- 
miscuous firing between the police 
end constadularymen took place. 


Police reserves with riot gune 
rushed to the walled city, where 
hundreds of shots were exchanged. 
The Filipinos killed included a pa- 
trel wagon driver and six bystand- 
ere. Four Filipinos were wounded. 
There wére no Casualties among 
the constabulary forces.

$4,000.000,000 for two years, as rec- 
ommended by the Secretary of, the 
Treasury, was “unjustified.” 

With 44 per cent of the net cost of

Until Buropean conditions are stabilized 
it is paf®nt that private individuals or cor- 
porations cannot extend their European 
credits to any appreciable degree with- 
out endangering their own business. On 
the other hand, the industrial condition in 
our own country presents an anomaly that 
recalls the commonplace, “It’s dangerous 
to be safe.” Cutting off all European cred- 
its would prevent possible losses on Euro 
pean accounts; but it would leave the Amer 
ican market stagnated and force an ad- 
verse foreign trade balance and a serious 
business depression. 

How to continue to sell to Europe the 
things it needs when Europe is without 
the money to pay for them is the most se- 
rious financial problem by which this coun- 
try has ever been confronted. The Federal 
government can be of little assistance; for 
we could not even collect our bills by force 
of arms. Not all the military power in the 
world can extract a dollar from an empty 
pocket. The problem is one that the bust- 
mess interests of the country must solve. 
Bankers, manufacturers, exporters and pro- 
ducers must join in such a way that the 
risk will not fall on the individval—in a 
way that will permit group action and that 
will be broad enough in scope to be of real 
value. 

“Never in our lifetime have the shelves 
of the world been so bare,” says Mr. 
Schwab; and he adds that “the great néed 
of the world is to work hard and 
save.” That advice has been given so 
often in the jJast three years that it sounds 
trite; but it is as true as on the day it 
was first uttered.

NHERITAACE TAXES. 

State Controller Chambers reports that 
estates in California have paid $5,025,000 in 
inheritance taxes during the first six months 
of the present fiscal year for the support 
of the State government. This amount is 
in addition to the Federal inheritance taxes 
paid by the same estates. As usual Calli- 
fornia pays the highest per capita inherit- 
ance tax in the United States. Al 
California is eighth in population and sixth 
in the point of assessed value among the 
sovereign States, it is third in the amount 
of revenve it collects in the form of inher- 
itance taxes. 

So greedy has the State machine become 
ip the collection of revenue that millions 
of dollars of investing capital are kept out 
of the State and scores of wealthy persons 
establish a residence elsewhere in order 
to avold the excessively high taxation in 
California. The Times has frequently 
called attention to the fact that the per 
capita cost of State government in Califor- 
nia is more than twice the average in the 
Vaited States and more than five times as 
great as that of a number of States. If it 
were vot for the unsurpassed climate and 
wonderful natural resources of the State 
the burden would be greater than its labor 
and industry could bear.

tion. In arriving at the clear market 
value of a deduction we really tax «a 
man for something he does sot get. 
He receiveg an Inheritance diminished 
to the extent of the taxes he is com- 
pelled to pay by law, yet ts compelled 
to pay an inheritance tax on the false 
assumption that he receives the full 
amount undiminished. This ts neither 
fair nor equitable. 

Two years ago the State Controller rec 
ommended to the Legislature certain amend. 
ments to the present inberitancetax law 
which, tin his opinion, would make the law 
more equitable. He advocated that some 
of the schedules be reduced itn order that 
investors might not be kept out of the 
Btate. He pointed out that an inberitance 
tax, like a tariff, can be made so hich that 
it defeats its own purpose. Dut the State 


machine was fearful of losing provender 
and his recommendations were disregarded. 

In fairness to the State Controller The 
Times calis attention to the fact that the 
administration of the inheritance tax de- 
partment is one of the bright spots in «4 
checkered State administration wherein 
there are more Wlack squares than white 
ones. He is surrounded by an efficient 
corps of inheritance-tax appraisers and he 
does not permit his opinion of certain pro- 
visions of law to allow his department to 
be lax in its enforcement. There is no 
more efficient administrator than Mr. Cham- 
bers in the State service. :

Fifty Per Cent More Mail 


Being Handled Here. 


East Reports Slump, but We 
Buy and Send More. 


Day’s Stamp Sales Jump Over 
Thirty-Thousand Mark. 


Holiday business, as reflected by 
postoffice transactions, may be dull 
in the East, but that condition cer- 
tainly does not hold in Lod Angeles, 
vesterday said Assistant Postmaster 
Foster. 

Mr. foster stated that the sales 
of stamps at the local office up to 
yesterday showed a 30 per cent in- 
erease over the same date iast year, 
and that the increase of the bulk 
of the mail for the same period was 
50 per cent. 

The sales of stamps Wednesday 
was In excoss of $30.000, and it is 
estimated that that figure will be 
pessed next week, the final one be- 
fo.e Christmas, which is always the 
heaviest. . 

Bix hundred thousand letters were 
matliled at the local  pvstoffice. 
Wednesday. 

Four hundred extra employees are 
at work Pandling the holiday mail 
here and with the 1200 regular 
workers, there are 1600 men, women 
and boys engaged in handling the 
holMay mail. Several hundred 
more boys will be used next week, 
but the velections are already made, 
and there will be no more hired. 

The garage belonging to the city 
that has been hired by the postof- 
fice authorities on New High street 
for the storage of holiday mail is 
fast filling up. and its acquisitien 
has solved a very serious question 


for the mall men. These quarters 
are so commodious that it is believed 
the structure will be sufficient to 
store the mountains of packages that 
are ‘accumulating day by day.

Whether the people of the country 
are ignoring the “mai! early’ slogan 
of the Postoffice Department or have 
experienced a stfong subsidence of 
the Christmas spirit of giving, is 
a wuestion over which the depart- 
ment today expressed considerable 
concern. There has been practi- 
cally no increase in the volume of 
mails due to Christmas mailing up 
to the present time, said an an- 
nouncement by the departmen 
whereas by December 15 last ye 
the mails had increased 50 per cent 
above norma). 
The public was warned that “con- 
gestion could not be avoided” if the 
negligible increase in the volume of 
mail’ meant that Christmas malling 
pe being put off until the last few 
ays. 

Telegraph reports showing the 
volume of mail being handled at the 
various distributing points were 
quoted as follows: New York: “No 
apparent increase.’ Chicago: “Bulk 
of mail not more than 15 per cent 
above normal.” Omaha: “Increase 
in parcel post from 20 to 30 per 
cent.” Seattle: “Only slight in- 
crease.” Points reporting “no 
congestion.” included San Francisor 
and 8t. Louis.
